£57] Pereas notwithſtanding the many Eminent Teſtimonies the Lord in his Providence hath 
given againſt the Secret and Miſchicvous Plots, which have been laid and contrived by 
eh | perſons dil-affected to the Peace and Welfare of this Commonwealth, in the timely 
VDiſcovery of them, whereby the fame have been hitherto hindered from being bzought 
o effect, pet fozalmuch.as due Cate ought to be taken foꝛ pzeventing whatſoever may 
miniſter an Oppoꝛtumty to give any Diſturbance} to the Publique Peace, Hts Highneſs the Loꝛd 
Pꝛotectoꝛ being infoꝛmed that ſeveral Hozſe-Races are appointed in divers parts of this Common⸗ 
wealth, and conſidering how great a Contourſe of People do uſually frequent ſuch Meetings, and 
the evil Uſe made thereof by ſuch tli-diſpoſed Perſons as watch fo oppoztunities to raiſe New Troubles 
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Þighneſs by the adviceof His Council, Doth hereby prohibit and foꝛbid all Hozſe-races, and all nieetings of 
any perſons whatſoever upon pꝛetence oz colour of any Hoꝛſe⸗races, in any Place within England oz Wales, foz 
the ſpace of ſix Moneths, from the ſix and twentieth day of February, one thouſand ſix hundꝛed ffty and four, 
And doth hereby ſtraightly charge and command, That no Pcrſon oz Perſons whatſoever, during the ſpace 
of the ſaid ſix Moneths, from the ſaid ſix and twentieth day of February, do appoint any Hozſe-race, oꝛ do aſ⸗ 
ſemble oꝛ meet together upon, oꝛ by colour of any appointment of any Hozſe-race, oꝛ be pꝛeſent at ſuch Hoꝛſe⸗ 
race, as they would avoid being guflty of the Danger that may enſue thereupon, and as they tender the 
Peace and Security of this Nation. And Hts Highneſs doth likewiſe charge and enjoin all Mayozs, She 
riffs, Juſtices of the Peace, Bayliffs, Conſtables, and all other Miniſters of Juſtice, to ule their utmoſt 
diligence and care, That all meetings upon Pzetence dz colour of any Hoꝛſe- race 02 Hozie-races , during 
the time afozeſaid, be pzevented and hindzed, as they will anſwer the contrary at their perils. And all Ok⸗ 
ficers and Soldiers of the Army, quartered oz lyinginoz neer ſuch Place and Places, are hereby authozt- 


3ed and required, upon notice, to be aiding and aſliſtingto the ſaid Mavoꝛs, Sheriffs, Juſtices, Bayliffs , 
Conſtables, and other Miniſters of Juſtice herein.
